Th* idea that no new public 
enterprise cad be started and 
carried through stccessfully, 
which some people appear to 
have, because we hare done with¬ 
out it ao long ie a mistake. A 
few of our public spirited citi- 
sens bare taken bold of the water 
works scheme, and it is on a 
fairly good road to snooese. The 
News-LrunEH ia a firm adve- 
iate f>r progress in all things 
that pertain to the advancement 
of our town a.d county, and we 
propose to lend all assistance 
poeaib'a to encourage such new 
ideas. An Item in the Nelson 
Record suggests what an easy 
and practical thing When once 
taken up is tha building of a new 
public enterprise. Bardstowo 
has a new and very good electric 
light plant, which ia not only a 
great convenience to the people, 
but makes that town have an 
appearance ol prosperity and en¬ 
lightenment which casts Spring- 
field or any other of its aeigh- 
bort very mneb in the shade. 

But to the practical point of 
the thing, the Record goes on to 
bay: *Tt;will be ot interest to 
those who were so' opposed to 
the establishing of aa electric 
light pleat here, on account of 
the increase of expense to the 
city to know that the income at 
present from private lights ie 
almost sufficient to bring tbs cost 
of the street lamps down to that 
of the old coal oil concerns. Tna 
income is now |120 per month, 
and a sufficient number of others 
have subscribed to increase the 
amount to 1150 per month. The 
running expenses of the plant 
amount to 12.400 per year: 11,800 
deducted from 12,400 leaves (600 
— the cost of the city lights. 
This ie exactly what the coal oil 
lamps cost exclusive of break¬ 
age. The foregoing figures 
ere correct, taken from, the 
books duect, and should prove 
cocclusively tbat the Record
